Agricultural office flooded with calls on medfly

‘Hello. No. it is definitely smaller than a house fly... 
“How do the wings look? ... No problem: You don’t have medfly,” said 
Agricultural Biologist Michael Cohen to one of the hundreds of callers phon- 
ing the San Bernardino County Department of Agriculture’s Ontario office. 


So far,.no medflies have been found in the West End nor in any parts of — 


| San. Bernardino County, despite more than 160 callers since Aug. 24, when 


the flies were found in Baldwin Park, about, 30 miles west of the county 


border, 


Last week, the county’s main office in San Bernardino was deligen with 
eallers— .at the rate ‘of. 50 calls per hour, according to Roger Birdsall, 
agriculture commissioner. 

“They will call and say ‘I have a medfly’ but it is only something that 
looks like one,”’ said Birdsall. 

In Ontario, Cohen and his colleague, Archie Cruzen, also an agricultural 
biologist, said the people are concerned and the two really don’t mind 
answering their questions and putting to rest: their fears. 

‘‘Why don’t you bring the fly down here and we'll take a look at it for. you,’’ 
Cohen told a caller. 


The: Ontario office has hired a’ es reception to handle the 


onslaught of calls and visits by concerned residents. Medfly inquiries have 
more than doubled the usual volume of calls dealing with squirrels, mice 
and gophers, said Cruzen. 

To eliminate some of the confusion, Cohen said the following 
characteristics of the Mediterranean fruit fly should be stressed: - 

—It is smaller than a house fly — ‘‘at most, three-quarters the size.’ 
‘Its -wings are pictured or patterns with eapearly-shaped tds, 
slightly. dark in-eolor.-. 


“It is not an-ugly fly nor ig it hairy; it is pretty but'so damaging,” added _ 


Cohen. 

The No. 1 imitator of the medfly in San Bernardino ‘County is the Walnut 
Husk Fly, named after its host, said Cohen. It is the same size as the medf- 
ly, but its wings have a definite ‘‘V” on their edges, with darker bands, too. 

The fertile female medfly can lay up to 60 eggs.a day inside the skin of a 
variety of hosts. Although this includes 200 possible fruits and vegetables, 
the most common of these found in San Bernardino County are peaches, 


. nectarines and apricots—the more fleshy, softer fruits. 


‘The larvae are legless, cream-colored maggots which feed upon the pulp 
surrounding them. They can stay in the fruit from 6-10 days and will cause 
the fruit to ripen and drop from the trees prematurely. 

The next stage of life is the pupa, a cocoon like structure which drops into 


the soil or leaves below the trees. After 10 days, the adult fly emerges;’éx- 
plained. Cohen. 

Besides the adult stage, the most common stage to identify the medfly i is 
the larvae stage. 

“Be suspicious of fruit that looks sound but when you cut.it open you find 
maggots,” said Cohen. Fruit that has been partially eaten by birds-or 





beetles are alpecey unsound and are less. likely to contain the medfly ”

wares: 

A close imitator of the medfly larvae is the peach tree bore. ‘‘The black 
head on its larvae is a dead give away”’ that it is not medfly, said Cruzen, 
Other insect larvae have legs— the medfly larvae do not. 

But if sémieone is still not sure if the fly he caught is the pesty medfly;:he 
can call the office in Ontario between 8 and 9 a.m. and 1 and 2 p:m. 

Meanwhile, the department has increased the number of traps from five 
per square mile to 10 per square mile, said Cruzen. These are checked twice 


‘a week. 


Residents do not have to check traps that may. be on their property, said 
Birdsall. Trained personnel are out doing the job. 


There is also no need for San Bernardine County residents to strip fruit | 


from trees or spray as long as no medflies are found outside the quarantine 
area in Baldwin Park. 





Privacy invasion fears hinder attack on child abuse:

The only ‘thing Americans fear more than violent 
crime, according to Dr. Louis J. West, is the idea of con- 
trols on their freedom. 

But until people accept a broader mandate for govern- 
ment and private agencies to intervene in such areas as 
child abuse, the ‘‘cycle of violence’ seen in three genera- 
tions since World War II will continue to grow, West said 
at a recent symposium on violence. 

Americans fear that anyone armed with the knowledge 
and means te step in, and thus control violence, might 
also be able to control the lives of citizens, West said, 
meaning that efforts of both law-enforcement officials 
and behavioral scientists like himself are resisted. 

But violent crime is rising, prisons are overcrowded, 
many people now live in terror, and many law-enforce- 
ment authorities admit they can no longer provide the 


protection they once did. West suggested that only 


through intense study and more leeway for agencies to 
deal with violent families can the cycle be reversed. 
The psychiatrist’s. most ambitious attempt to under- 


. stand violence was shot down in 1973, when the state Leg- 
» islature waited until the last minute to deny funding to a 
. Massive center for. the study of violence at UChA, The 


center would have focused on 17 areas and employed 
some 30 scientists, West said: 

West, whose studies are based at The Neuropsychia- 
tric Institute at UCLA, blamed the Legislature’s decision 
on pressure from individuals and groups who feared that 
mad scientists might not only invade privacy but pave 
the way for a 1984-style ‘society. 

Addressing the problems of family violence, West ar- 
gued that violence breeds viclence: children who are 
abused grow up to abuse their children, he said. 

And evidence is mounting that such ibuse — more 
than poverty, more than lack of education or job pros- 
pects — is the major contributor to the growing wave of 
violent crimes, he told a cross-section of professionals 
who deal with family problems. 

‘‘Where should we start to intervene? We're not sure.’ 

But people must accept the idea of greater. interven- 
tion ‘to protect children,” he continued, warning, “If we 
don’t protect them .. _ they’ll grow up and kill others.” 

. He noted that many aspects of the growing violence 
have not been explained and warned that ‘‘anyone who 
offers a uniform theory to account for all human violence 


_ds mistaken.” : 
No one really knows, for example, why: ‘the homicide 
tate in Los Angeles is twice that of San Francisco, three 
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times that of San Diego and fer times that of San Jose. 

Nor ean anyone satisfactorily explain why Philadel- 
phia should have.a murder rate three times less than that 
of Houston. There are no more poor people and no more 
black people in Philadelphia than Houston, said. West, 
suggesting that his aborted violence center might have 
produced the answer. 

. But even without the center, West said he and his col- 
leagues at UCLA and elsewhere have begun to come. up 
with some answers to wtiat causes violence. 

He described a study in Boston that addressed the sen- 
sitive question of why homicide rates tend to be so much 
higher among blacks 

No factors, including poverty, seemed to correlate ex- 
actly with the higher number of murders in the black 
community, until researchers found what they believed 
to be the key — which, not surprisingly, was related to 
the family, he pointed out. 

The only factor that matched exactly with the higher 
homicide rate was the proportion of fatherless families, 
a proportion that West said was heightened by the fact 
that unions barred blacks in Boston. at the time. 

Another study focusing more directly on violence itealt 
examined the DenAr cnmGs of convicted ‘‘fraggers”’

Some 22 were confiried in the federal prison at Ledet. 
worth, Kan. The background check showed that 21 had 
come from extremely disturbed and violent families. 
Most had been victims of violence before they turned’5, 
West said. 


Alcohol is a big factor. If murder, suicide and acciden- 
tal death statistics are lumped together, drinking con- 
tributes to about half of all violent deaths. And alcohol is 
especially likely to kick off violent incidents within fami- 
lies West said. 


“We're beginning to understand how children are, gf: 
fected later in life’’ when victimized at a young age by 
violence, West continued. Police who have had to ques- 
tion children who witnessed violent crimes have always 
been sensitive to the problem. 

“They ask, ‘Who's going to pick up the pieces here? 
West said. The answer is usually nobody, since agencies 
are not geared for that kind of action. But unless they are 
given a mandate to start dealing with such problems, he 
suggested, the outlook for control of violence and crime 
is bleak.

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Local unemployment up in July 


Unemployment in San Bernardino and Riverside coun- 
ties took a steep turn upward during the month of July, 
climbing to 9.4 percent, according to statistics compiled 
by the state Employment Development Department. 


That was 1.6 percent higher than the 7.8 percent unem- 
ployment rate reported for June, and nearly a whole 
point higher than the 8.6 rate recorded for July of 1980. 


A total of 55,100 persons were unemployed and looking 
for work in July, an increase of 9,200 over the 45,900 job- 
seekers in June. 


The largest loss of jobs occurred in the government 
sector with public payrolls down. 7,200 primarily because 
of the closing of schools for the summer. The current fig- 
ure of 93,300 jobs in government compares with 95,300 es- 
timated a year ago. 


The next largest cut came in agriculture with a loss of 
4,000 jobs in July. 

Service industries experienced a decrease of 1,500 jobs 
and another 300 were lost’in the trade field. 

The only major industrial group reporting an increase 
in jobs for July was manufacturing with an inerease of 
2,300, all of which occurred in durable goods and re- 
flected the return to work of employees involved in a 
trade dispute in the stone, clay and glass products sector. 

Employment Development Department labor market 
analysts reported that unemployment is expected to

Johnson said the college owns 
three Cessna 150s that are used by 
the Chaffey Flying Club at Cable 
Airport in Upland, which provide 
students with required FAA ex- 
perience working on aircraft that 
are flown regularly. Johnson and 
professor Charles Stark are FAA- 
licensed. inspectors, and they ap- 
prove and sign off work performed 
by the students. 

Johnson said students completing 
the program usually find jobs short- 
ly after graduation.

Family enjoys ranch life 


in middle of city

GARDENA—He never 
meant tor this to happen. 
Never meant to stray from 
the city’s noise, the fighting 
neighbors and barking dogs. 
Jerry Casler’s forte was 
cars. He spent 20 years, 
after leaving Leuzinger 
High and his 17-piece dance 
band called the Casuals, 
running an auto parts store 

in suburban Los Angeles. 

Then came that fateful 
day 15 years ago when he 
caved into his wife’s desire. 

“She wanted a horse,” 
says this diminutive, red- 
haired, young - looking 

.Arthur Godfrey sort - of - 
*look - alike. ‘‘What could I 
‘do except get her one. 

“Then it’s like quicksand. 
You have a horse, so you 
need bridles and saddles, 
then you need a trailer and, 
of course, a truck to pull it 
with, Then you need a place 
to put it.” 

Carrying it to its illogical 
extreme, you then need to 
give up the parts store, 
move out of suburban 
Lawndale and buy a ranch 
for the critter. 

Of course, a man doesn’t 
‘want to move too far from 
home and certainly not 
away from the big city, so 
he decided to buy land in the 
wilds of Gardena. 

Though it’s not a place 
known for its wide - open 
spaces, that’s where his OK 
Corral ranch is, right there 
beside the automotive 
center and in front of the 
huge power lines, fronting 
onto Artesia Boulevard. 

And you know you've 
arrived at his spread 
because out front, amongst 
the dusty horse trailers and 
Stalls, leaning against the 
cyclone fence is a sign, 
hand painted on an odd 
piece of plywood, telling 
you you're there. 

But this place is more 
than home to 100 boarded 
horses of varying degrees of 
intelligence and beauty, it is 
paradise to Casler, his wife 
and four children. 

And some nights when he 
leaves the 50-year-old, 
white, wood frame house 
and wanders about the 
property, he must feel like 
Pa Kettle. 

Peace and quiet are 
where you find them and 
every night for the last 


decade he’s found it and 
refound it here, wandering 
past softly neighing 
creatures, knee-deep in 
wild rabbits, stalking cats 
and some of the stupidest 
chickens in creation. 

‘My people are all Texas 
and Oklahoma folks, so I 
guess ranching was always 
in my blood. 

‘In fact, I was thinking 
about moving us all back to 
Oklahoma when i found and 
leased this place, This is a 
terrific deal, here I get the 
country in the city. 

“Sure, you’ve got to put in 
about 50 hours a week 
manure - hauling and fence 
- fixing and doing the other 
things you have to do 
y ourself to stay 
competitive. But you work 
at your own speed and in 
your own good time.” 

Of course, he’s got his two 
teen - age sons helping him, 
J.P. and Shane, and though 
they occasionally work up 
good arguments against 
farm life, their father 
usually manages to keep 
their services by 
encouraging them to look 
around for other more 
suitable employment. 

There’s something else 
keeping them all here 
though, something beyond 
working at your own speed 
and getting to work close to 
home. 

The primary hold is the 
fact that all this, the 50 - 
year - old barn G sitting 
where it rolled off its logs 
when it was moved here 
from points unknown 35 
years ago — the horse - 
gnawed and oft - repaired 
stalls, the dust, the flies and 
manure, the smell of feed 
and the strong fragrances is 
all theirs, 


‘‘And that,’’ says Casler, 
“is something you don’t get 
in an auto supply store.”’ 


One of the other things he 
really likes is that he gets to 
spend the entire day with 
his family. 


While he walks you 
around the spread, dressed 
in a pair of definitely - not - 
designer cowboy boots, the 
44 - year - old rancher can 
keep his babies, Ryan and 
Kristy, in earshot. And he 
can walk around and see 
wife Donna showing the 
youngsters how to use their 
toy rakes and how to stay

AIMs to challenge them

LOS ANGELES — It was the day before the big race 
and, like others entered in the competition, Ron Kniffen 
and Juan Leon were tooling their bicycles around the 
track to get a feel for its layout. 

The sun flased off their handlebars as they rounded the 
first turn, then picked up speed down the backstretch, 
pumping harder and harder until the trees and the park- 
ed cars became a heady blur. 

They were wheel-and-wheel, neck-and-neck when they 
whizzed past the empty bleachers, smile-and -smile 
when they braked their bikes to a rubbery halt at the 
grandstand. 

‘Nothin’ to it,’ Ron puffed as he dismounted and, with 
a ho, knocked his kickstand into place. 

Juan, panting, continued to smile. 

There is good reason for the smiles here, reason 
beyond the exhilaration of speed and the satisfaction of a 
race, even a practice race, well run: Ron and Juan are 
amputees. 

But the one-legged teen-agers have come to regard 
their handicap as merely an inconvenience, not only 
riding bicycles but also handling dirt bikes, roller skates, 
skis and skateboards with as much finesse as their two- 















legged peers. 


Their skill and confidence are due largely to a group 
called Amputees in Motion, which seeks to prove to am- 
putees — and to the rest of us — that losing a limb does 
not mean losing the ability to participate in physical ac- 


tivities. 


‘‘We’re showing these guys they can do just about 
anything they want to,’’ says George Barksdale of near- 
by Gardena, an AIM adviser and recreation director. 


“One thing we don’t say to 


them is that they can’t do 


something. Say that and you’ve got trouble.” 
He illustrates his point by recalling a camping trip 


near San Diego about a year 


ago. Barksdale had told the 


group of young amputees they couldn’t leave the camp- 


site after dark. 


When he awoke at 3 a.m. however, he discovered that 
Ron, Juan and one bicycle were missing. After an hour’s 


search, he found all three at 
several miles away. 


a 24-hour convenience store 


Juan, who has a right leg, and Ron, who has a left leg, 
had shared the one bicycle seat and pedaled away 
together for a post-midnight snack. 

“It’s lucky Juan lost his left leg and Ron lost his right 
one,”’ Barksdale jokes. 

“Tt saves a lot of money, because they only have to buy 
one pair of skates, one pair of skis...” 

If Barksdale sounds a bit irreverent, he intends to. 
Part of AIM’s aim is to make amputees less self- 
conscious and. the public less squeamish about missing 
limbs. 

Sixteen-year-old Juan remembers that he didn’t want 
to see anyone after he lost his leg in a fall from a train 
four years ago. 

“I just wanted to be by myself,”’ he says. “I din’t want 
anyone to see my body so I never wanted to take off my 
bathrobe.”’ 

Then someone from AIM paid him a visit and told him 
about the group. Soon after he left the hospital, he was 
begging his mother to let him join. Still, it was a year 
before she allowed him to. 

“She was scared for me,’’ Juan says in a soft Spanish 
accent. ‘‘She didn’t want me to go anywhere because she 
was afraid something would happen. 

“The parents,’’ he adds, ‘‘and the ones who make their 
sons crippled.” 

It wasn’t until after another AIM mother talked to 
Juan’s mother thai she allowed him to join the ranks of 
Amputees ‘in Motion. Once he did, he determined to 
become athletic again. The bathrobe disappeared. 

“T saw Ronnie doing all these crazy things with one 
leg, and I decided to try them, too,” he says. 

After only two days, Juan was riding a bicycle again. 
After he learned to balance his lopsided body, he taught 
hirnself to pedal using a toe-clip he fashioned from a coat 
hanger. 

Ron pedals without a toe-clip, but no one, not even Ron 
himself, knows exactly how. 

“We filmed him riding and played it back in slow mo- 
tion, but we still can’t figure out how he does it,” 
Barksdale says. 

“T just do it,” smiles Ron, who has the same explana- 
tion for all his physical feats. 

Part of Ron’s ease on one leg comes from the fact he 
had been an amputee for 13 years. He was only 3 when he 


Obese children targets of abuse 


“Hey, Fatty, We don’t 
want you on our team,” 


This cruel taunt is typical 
of those frequently hurled 
at obese school children by 
their classmates. The isola- 
tion and pain felt by 
children with weight 
problems is all too familiar 
to teachers who see the un- 
happy consequences daily, 
according to a recent sur- 
vey of 150 elementary 
school teachers from 
sévéral different Los 
Angeles County schools. 

““Obesity,’”’ by medical 
standards, begins at 20 per- 
cent above normal weight- 
for-height. Up to 20 percent 
above‘normal weight, a per- 
son is considered 
overweight, but not obese. 
The teachers surveyed 
evaluated an average of 1- 
to-2 children in their classes 
as obese by this standard. 


On the playground and in 
the classroom, many obese 
children suffer from 
emotional traumas. that 
stem from their weight 
problems. These can in- 
terfere with their 
schoolwork, according to 
survey results. 

In fact, 84 percent of the 
teachers questioned shared 
the opinion that obesity has 
a negative impact on 
children’s schoolwork. 
Lethargy, lack of energy, a 
poor self-image, lack of 
self-confidence, slow 
physical movements and 
less well-developed psy- 
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chomotor skills were cited 
as more common problems 
among obese children. 


Teachers observed that, 
in physical education, obese 
children are not picked for 
teams by their peers or are 
picked last. The effect on 
their self-image in many 
cases is negative, they 
report, and causes these 
children to evade physical 
activities just to escape the 
pain of rejection by their 
classmates. 


To help children avoid the 
destructive consequences of 
obesity, it is important to 
teach them more healthful 
eating habits, according to 
Laurel Mellin, a specialist 
in treating child obesity. 
Mellin is assistant clinical 
professor and a registered 
dietitian in the Department 
of Pediatrics at the 
University of California at 
San Francisco.

eating habits that will help 
them slowly lose weight, or 
even maintain their current 
weight as they grow and 
reach a normal height- 
weight relationship.

Because of the vital need 
children have for nutrients 
to sustain their growth and 
provide energy, Mellin 
cautions parents not to 
place their obese children 
on so-cailed “quick weight- 
loss diets.’* Such diets, [* 
meant for adults, are usual- 
ly unbalanced nutritionally 
and do not provide adequate 
nutrients for mostigadults, 
let alone for children, she 
says. 

“Parents also can “help 
overweight. children by 
rewarding them with oppor- 
tunities for physical ac- 
tivities rather than food as 
treats.

“Tt is pitiful that society demands that people have two 
arms and two legs,’’ Barksdale says. 

“A lot of people who feel forced: to wear a prosthesis 
would be more comfortable and better off without one.” 
Both Juan and Ron prefer to tuck their empty pants legs 
into their belts and use crutches. 

Ron also does a fair amount of hopping about on one leg 
and moves swiftly by sitting on a skateboard and 
propelling himself with his muscular arms. Juan 
skateboards witth crutches.

When they snow ski, they use one ski ahd a pair of poles 
with short skis attached to them. When they water. ski, 
they slalom. 

The AIM outings that give them the opportunity to do.

Take advantage of fruit 


abundance from summer

Fresh fruit is summer’s 
glory. Munched for snacks, 
dressed for dinner, or 
topped. for dessert, the 
fruits of summer are to be 
savored. Not much more 
need be said about this juicy 
subject, except to share 
some of my favorite fruited 
offerings: 


SUMMER 
FRUIT TART 


A sepetacular dessert, 
rich and seductively 
beautiful. For special oc- 
casions, like summer 
birthdays. From The 
Vegetarian Epicure. 

1 recipe Pastry Sucree 
(recipe follows) 

8 ozs. cream cheese 

1/3. cup sugar 

1 tbsp. grated lemon rind 

2 tbsps. lemon juice 

2 peaches 

6 to 7 small purple plums 

Fresh strawberries 

4 cups strawberry or 
blackberry jelly 

Additional fresh fruit 

Prepare the pastry, as 
directed, then chill it well 
for an hour or two. Then, on 
a Igihtly floured board, roll 
it out, carefully into an 
oblong — about 9-by-14 
inches. Either fit it into a 
buttered, oblong baking 
pan, or make your own 
from aluminium foil, folded 
twice for sufficient 
thickness. The crust should 
have a raised edge about 
three-fourths inch high on 
all sides. Prick with a fork 
in several places and chill 
in the freezer for an hour or 
so before baking at 375 
degrees for about 20 
minutes, Let it cool in the 
pan, then take it out and 
place it on a large, elegant 
serving platter. 

Beat together the 
softened cream cheese, the 
sugar, lemon juice and 


grated rind untii smooth 
and creamy. Spread this 
mixture evenly over the 
pastry crust. 

Peel the peaches and slice 
them rather thinly. Wash 
the strawberries. Cut the 
plums in hali, without 
peeling, and take out the 
stones. Arrange these fruits 
in rows across the pastry, 
making as fine a show of it 
as you can. Finally, melt 
the jelly and brush it over 
the fruit to give it all a 
jewel-like glaze. 

Chill very well before 
serving. If you have room 
on the serving tray, arrange 
a few small pieces of fresh 
fruit at the ends of the 
pastry — strawberries with 
their stems and leaves, a 
few polished plums, an 
apricot or two, or some 
additional peach slices are 
all lovely. 

This pastry should serve 
about 10 people, but it is so 
seductively beautiful and so 
delicious that your should 
expect everyone to want a 
double pertion.
